a word, hens for producing eggs that, 
are quite sure to hatch must have 
fresh air, cleanliness, exercise and an 
assorted and balanced ration. 
Any 
exclusive feed, constantly given, will 
pall upon the hen and influence the 
egg for evil. 
Meats, clovers, green 
food of any wholesome kind are good 
with grain and soft 
foods. 
Fowls 
with free outdoor exercise are more 
apt to lay fertile eggs than hens that 
are kept confined.

CAUSES OF MANY FAILURES IN POULTRY 
It is often advisable to teach the 
chicks to roost when eight to twelve 
weeks old 
When they are allowed 
to remain on the floor it is difficult 
to keep them clean and to keep them 
from crowding. 
If wide roosts, three 
to four inches, are used there is but 
little, if any, more danger of crooked 
breasts than if the chicks are allowed 
to remain on the floor. 
The chicks can generally be taught 
to roost by putting the perches near 
the floor and placing with them one or 
two old hens or older chicks that are 
in the habit of roosting. 
If thii plan is inconvenient or does 
not prove effective, the chicks may be 
placed on the perches after dafr-k for 
a few nights until they have loamed to 
go there on their own accord.

Green Feed, Meat Scraps. Grain and 
Lime Are Required— Fresh Water

Being 
rich in protein it is better for laying 
fowls than most forms of green food, 
and makes necessary less meat in the 
ration.

In housing a hen so that she will 
produce eggs during the winter, .ve 
have confined her in a home as tight 
and stuffy as our own. 
But unlike 
most humans, the hen wants fresh tir 
more than she wants warmth. 
In providing a home for the hen we 
should protect her against storms and 
cold winds but we should take caie 
that we do not exclude fresh air md 
light. 
One of the best systems of ventila­ 
tion. according to J. G. Halpin, Col­ 
lege of Agriculture of the University 
of Wisconsin, is a cloth-covered win­ 
dow which will allow air to pass slow­ 
ly back and forth without a draft. Tho 
cloth should be stretched on a hinged 
frame so that the entire window’ may 
easily be opened. The window should 
be placed when possible on the south 
side of the poultry house.

to be open a large part of the time, 
being closed only during storms and 
on the coldest nights.

KISMET. 


The poor Turk is already “getting 
his,” as the world 
knew 
he would 
when Enver Bey rashly plunged the 
nation into war with the allies. His­ 
tory tells of few disasters 
so com­ 
plete as that of the 
Ottoman army 
that marched over the snowy passes 
of the Armenian mountains to attack 
the/Kussians in Transcaucasia. 
The 
invaders ran into *. steel trap. Nei­ 
ther the stubborn 
courage 
of the 
Turkish soldiers nor the resourceful­ 
ness of 
their 
German commanders 
availed them. The sultan’s army, with 
its red fek replaced by the German 
helmet, was overwhelmed and crush­ 
ed. 
A 
complete 
army 
corps—six 
times as many men as were killed In 
the battle of Gettysburg—is said to 
have been utterly annihilated. 
Such a disaster must have a pow­ 
erfully depressing effect 
upon 
the 
Turkish people throughout 
the em­ 
pire, bnt they are becoming accustom­ 
ed to the bittnem esB of defeat.In the 
Russian war of 
1878 
they suffered 
the shameful 
surrender 
at Plevana 
and the xjaut at Shipka Pass. In the 
recent 
Balkan 
war 
they 
endured 
deeper humiliation 
at 
Lule Burgas 
and Konanova. After this last 'blow 
it would not take much to break the 
Turk’s once proud spirit. 
He 
may 
soon make up his 
mind 
that it is 
“kismet”—fate. 
And now as the 
fleets of Francas 
England and Russia batter away at 
the Dardanelles forts and a Russian 
army drives onward toward Constan­ 
tinople, there are reports that the de­ 
scendants 
of 
Osman, 
originally 
‘ breakers of bones.” are preparing to 
flee their capital and take refuge in 
Atfrianople, or else in Asia, 
where 
they belong. 
It seems inevitable 
now, 
and the 
sooner the Turks 
depart from Eu­ 
rope, bag and baggage, and the less 
they stand on the order of their go­ 
ing, the better 
for 
everybody con­ 
cerned. Even 
Germany, 
their 
ally, 
would be better off without them. 


growth of the latter is, next to the 
quick completion of the canal,

more than the coastwise traffic, fall­ 
ing 230 per cent below the estimate. 
The ditch, therefore, will hardly pay 
expenses while the war lasts. After­ 
ward when the great commercial na­ 
tion turn from destruction to rebuild 
'their world trade there will be a dif­ 
ferent story. Evidently flags of all 
nations will be crowding each other 
through the Panama locks as closely

Among the difficulties encountered 
in restoring Belgium to something ap­ 
proximately a peace status, General 
von Bissing cites the country’s abso­ 
lute dependence upon the importation 
of raw* materials for the continuation 
of its industries, and the exportation, 
at present cut down, of its products. 
He declares that the German govern­ 
ment will be the last to stand in the 
way of the exportation of any pro­ 
ducts except those of which Germany 
itself has need. 
“There is still much to be done in 
Belgium,” 
concludes 
the 
governor, 
“for we are really on the threshold 
of our work. 
Our improvement of 
sanitary and veterinary work already 
bears fruit. Prostitution exists to an 
alarming degree, but we have already 
accomplished its restriction to some 
extent. 
“We have begun with 
heretofore 
totally unknowm social laws to limit 
labor by women and to protect chil­ 
dren and women. 
These are but be­

er lacks the intellect and comprehen­ 
sion of social laws possessed by the 
German workingman.
